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Camp W ik o ff, Montauk P oint, L. I., 
Sept. 8.—Major General J oeeph Wheeler 
gave a statement to The Associated 
Press yesterday, dated Sept. 1, giving a 
ganiple of the letters they were con­ 
stantly receiving regarding the soldiers 
in the camp, the letter saying in part: 
“ III regard to my stepson, we feel 
yery uneasy about him on account of 
the newspaper reports of the privation 
and suffering inflicted on the private 
soldiers. Although he has never uttered 
a complaint since he has been in the 
army, we hear from other sources of 
the cruel and horrible treatment in­ 
flicted on our soldiers under the pre­ 
tense of humanity for our neighbors 
and the whole country is in a state of 
terrible excitement. I should not be 
surprised if the feeling should lead to a 
revolution of dome kind, for I assure 
you 1 bear on all sides the most violent 
and bitter denunciations of the war de­ 
partment and the administration.” 
Oeneral Wheeler then said in part: 
“ It will be seen that this letter says 
that not a word of complaint has been 
received from this soldier, and. so far 
as my investigation goes, no complaint 
has been made by any of the brave sol- 
diei-8 that have added glory to onr arms 
in the Cnbau campaign. A great many 
anxious fathers, mothers, brothers or 
sisters arrive here from all parts of the 
United States to look after their rela­ 
tives whom, they say the papers tell 
them, are snflering, and many of them 
have heard that their relatives are in a 
couaition of starvation. 
They are sur­ 
prised w hen they come here to And 
their relations surrounded with every­ 
thin g to eat which can be procured by 
mo n ey , anil, if sick in the hospital, 
they á re gratitied and surprised to find 
that they are given every possible care.’ ’ 
He said that every officer and soldier 
who went to Cuba regarded that he 
was giv en a great and special privilege 
ill bein g permitted to engage in that 
camp aign . They knew they were to 
en co u n ter 
yellow fever and other dis­ 
eases. the torrid heat of the country; 
that it was impossible for them to have 
the ad v an tage of wagon transportation, 
wo u ld hav e 
to carry their blankets and 
their ratio n s on their backs, and to be 
su bjected , without any shelter, to the 
su n an d 
rains by day and the heavy 
dews by night. 
They certainly knew 
that the Span,iards had spent years in 
erectin g defeÍMes and it was their pleas­ 
ure to assault and their duty to capture 
the Spanish works. 
They went there and did their duty. 
The brave men who won the victories 
did not complain of the neglect of the 
government. They realized that in the 
hurried organization of an expedition 
by a goveiUment which had no one 
with any experience in such matters, it 
was impossible to have everything ar­ 
ranged to perfection; and they would 
testify that under the circumstances the 
conditions were much more perfect than 
anyone would have reason to expect 
and that the president and secretary of 
war and others deserve high commenda­ 
tion. 
One reason, he said, why the army 
Was lacking in some respects in eqnip- 
page was that a telegram wm receiv^ 
from Admiral Sampson stating that if 
the army reached there immediately 
they could take the city at once, but if 
there should be delay, the fortifications 
of the Spaniards would be so perfected 
that there might be great difficulty in 
taking it. The army was directed to 
move at once. 
At that time it was regarded as un­

Dun db 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said in part: 
The smallest failures ever recorded 
in any m onth for five years were those 
of August. 
The clearings have been the largest 
ever known in August and 23 per cent 
larger than in 1892. 
The enormous volume of business in 
a m outh usually one of the most inac­ 
tive of the year demands attention. 
Postponement daring the m onths of 
w ar of some contracts and purohases 
which have now come forward explains 
part of the increase, and the strong ab­ 
sorption of securities explains part, but 
there Has also been a great decline in 
the average of prices for all commodi­ 
ties, so that it takes a much larger vol­ 
ume of business in tons or bushels to 
make up transactions am ounting to a 
million more than in 1892. 
It is there­ 
fore strictly true th at business is larger I and 
than in the very best of all past yours, 
and yet there is every prospect of muoh 
further increase. 
There is no room to doubt th a t the 
wheat crop, even though it mav. fall a 
shade below some estimates, will prove 
the largest ever 
harvested, and al­ 
though Beerbohm estimates Europe's 
crop at 232,000,000 bushels more tnan 
the last, that would be only about an 
average yield, while other evidence is 
less favorable. 
Foreign buying has 
been strong. 
But receipts at the west are increas­ 
ing, ami the price has dropped 5 cents 
for spot, though the September option 
is seven eighths of a cent lower for the 
week. 
Corn has fallen a fraction, later 
reports indicating a less satisfactory 
yield. 
The improvement in the iron industry 
has not only continued, but becomes 
more impressive because, after enorm ­ 
ous buying of materials has satified 
the needs of great consumer a for m onths 
to come, the demand for products is so 
great that both materials and products 
gradually advanced in prices.

000 people under Christian g ov ernment. 
Now there are 6 8 5,000,000 under the 
mlership of Christian nationa The in­ 
crease since the rise of Methodism has 
been one-third the population of the 
earth. The seed has become a g reat tree. 


R em em ber th e Needy . 
There is an increasing spirit of help­ 
fulness on the part of common people 
toward those around them. The rich 
hav e alway s been ex pected to help the 
poor because they hav e had larg e abili­ 
ty . Th« poor alway s hav e helped their 
own because of the spirit of sy mpathy 
with those in like condition. Many peo­ 
ple with neither pov erty nor richness 
hav e been neg lectful of their duty and 
priv ileg e because they did not hav e the 
responsibility and opportunity afforded 
by wealth and did not hav e the keen 
sy mpathy pressed home upon them by 
pinching want.

During the 
m onth five cases of typhoid fever were 
reported. 
In the report of Sanitary Officer Bur­ 
gess it is shown that he disposed of 14 
dead dogs and six oats and a large num ­ 
ber of other animals. This is the largest 
number of dogs the sanitary officer has 
buried in one month, and nine of them 
came from Thompson hill, where the 
dog poisoner had been at work. 
There was also one scarlet fever house 
fumigated by the officer.

It was both small aud 
weak. 
Many times since it has seemed 
as if it was nigh extinction, yet it lives 
and grows both in numbers, influence 
and meaning. 
It is not a cystal but a 
living growth. Ages old, it has not yet 
reached its largest and highest develop­ 
m ent 
Very notable has it been in the ex­ 
pansion of the inner life thought. Dur­ 
ing the earlier Christian centuries the 
nature of the person of Jesus Christ and 
His relation to God were prominent in 
the teaching of the church. 
Ail shades 
of opinion were developed until in course 
of time the truth was clearly estab 
lished. Afterward came the question of 
the mediatorial work of Jesus, ti,en the 
nature of the church and rights of the 
individual, afterward the thought of 
the people centered more on the needs 
and capacities of human nature and the 
practical, humanitarian side of religion. 
There has been a steady progress in the 
doctrines emphasized and also a con­ 
tinual advance in the better understand­ 
ing of each great truth held as doctrine. 
Most impressive have been the nu­ 
merical gains of the Christian church in 
the 2,000 years or less of its history. 
By the year IOO A. D. the little band 
of 120 had increased to 500,000. In 500 
A. D. it was 15,000,000; 1000 A. D., 
50,000,000; 1500 A. D., that number 
had doubled. In the next 300 years it 
had doubled again, so that 1800 A. D. 
counted 200,000,000 communicants in 
the church. 
Most wonderful of all is the progress 
of the last century. This is the age of 
evangelizing agencies beyond all others 
the world has ever seen. 
In 90 years 
past the membership of the church has 
more than doubled and its aggressive 
power and efficiency greatly increased. 
It stands today as the most influential 
religion on earth and, though not so 
large in numbers as Buddhism and 
heathenism, it possesses aggressive life 
far in advance of either. 
Burma and 
India have now more Christians than 
all the world in A. D. 70. 
In 1700 A D. there were 155,000,- 
000 people under Christian government. 
Now there are 685,000,000 under the 
rulership of Christian nations. The in­ 
crease since the rise of Methodism has 
been one-third the population of the 
earth. The seed has become a great tree.

Soldiers of the Tenth Supported 
the Rebels. 


NO ANSWERING SHOTS FIRED

M anil a , C am p D e w e y W it hin F iv e 
M ilks of t he C it y P b op e r , July 28 .—I 
hav e only time for a line to catch the 
mail for the United States. 
We hav e been on duty close up to the 
insurgent lines, and hav e bebn sob- 
jected to a hot fire, arriv ed at the rifle 
pits but more calculated to do the 
Americanos harm than the rebels, or 
Philippnos, as we term them. 
W e were 
not permitted to return the enemy’s fire 
as we were merely backing np the in­ 
surgents and seeing that the Spaniards 
did not break from the citadel, where 
they are cooped np to the number of 
about 11,000. iffear 5,000 prisoners hav e 
already been captured by tbeinsnrgents. 
General M erritt has just arriv ed with 
the third expedition and we are aw ait­ 
ing the arriv al of the fourth expedition, 
after which M erritt and Dewey may 
make Rome howl. 
I hav e some relics from the wreck ot 
the Reina Ohristiana, the flagship of 
the Dons, which Dewey sank, along 
with the rest of the Spanish v essels. I 
hav e been ashore at Cav ite and don’t 
care to repeat the performance. 
The 
nativ es are dirty and filthy and a clean 
man bates to come in ooutact with 
them. The streets are v ery narrow, 
permitting the two wheeled v ehicles, 
drawn by diminntiv e ponies, to pass one 
another, and that is about all. Dogs 
and babies abound, while fleas and 
mosqnitos hold control. The fruits, in 
so far as we hav e seen them, are not 
good “seconds.” 
Poor bananas, poor 
pineapples, poor oranges. Ground v ery 
frnitfnl and rich, all the way down to 
ocean lev el, bnt nativ es too lazy and 
shiftless to work it for results. A liv e 
Yankee could make a fortune, in case 
he desired to liv e in this miserable conn- 
try. 
We are in condition, so 
far as 
possible, to reside in comfort. The “dog 
tents” issued by the gov ernment will 
accommodate two men, and roast them 
to death in a sitting posture on the hot 
sand. Corporal John Daniels and my­ 
self are mMsmates. 1 inv ested about $1 
of our money for a bamboo cot, and we 
raised the same about 3^ feet from the 
ground by the use of four stout corner 
poles; then we secured a long center 
pole of dried bamboo, erected two end 
stakes, three feet in the ground and 
feet in the atmosphere, and made onr 
ridgepole; then we erected three side 
stakes, spread onr dog tents ov er this, 
closed the rear of the tent, added our 
two gum blankets to the front, along 
the ridge pole of dried bamboo, and we 
now hav e a t« ik which is the env y of 
many of the other boys; most of our 
boys are putting up tents of different 
patterns, while the lazy and shiftless 
customers, always found in ev ery com­ 
pany, sweat and swelter and growl. 
We dare not drink the water, on ac­ 
count of thk fev er germs. It is clear as 
crystal and nice to the taste, bnt has 
been branded dangerons. and tbe fiat 
has gone forth from military head­ 
quarters: “ All drinking water 
m u s t 
be boiled.” We hav e the cooks boil in 
the afternoon or ev ening, then fill our 
canteens and hang them np in the shade 
ov ernight, and the water is passably 
cool the next morning, tasting of smoke 
v ery sadly, bnt quite w e t . 
Oh, how 
we sometimes long for a good drink of 
spring or well water, and we are forced 
to admit that “ we nev er miss the water 
’till the well runs 
dry.” 
It 
is raining 
almost ev ery day and raining v ery hard, 
and we are informed by the nativ es, 
through onr company interpreter, that 
“it will only last about six weeks.” 
Quite a comforting assurance, is it not? 
Do yon imagine that we are lazy and 
shiftless ? Look at this daily routine:

So yon see we are kept qnite busy. 
In the afternoon we hav e it compara­ 
tiv ely easy, as the heat is v ery intense 
and too mnch exertion is actually dan­ 
gerous. 
Dewey and M erritt form a strong 
combination. W ith the monitors Mon­ 
terey and Monadnock in harbor, we can 
laugh to scorn any effort of the Spaniards 
on the water, while we can easily han­ 
dle any force they may pit against ns on 
land. 
We are anxionsly awaiting the 
order for an adv ance on Manila, and ere 
this reaches you an engagement may 
hav e settled matters. 
The nativ es re­ 
main comparativ ely quiet dnnng the 
daytime, bnt open up with artillery and 
infantry after nightfall, keeping it up 
all night and certainly rendering the 
Spaniards uneasy. 
Thns far, the in- 
sergents hav e had plenty of guns and 
ammnnition, articles supplied them by 
Dewey from the wrecks of the Spanish 
v essels. Then the insurgents hav e also 
taken a hand in capturing about four or 
fiv e thousand Spaniards, thns securing 
mnch ammnnition and a large number 
of Manser rifles. 
The nativ es profess 
to lov e the “ Americanos,” and cordially 
hate the Spaniard, making motions in­ 
dicativ e of cntting the throats of the 
latter whenev er yon mention them. 
Bnt this condition of affairs may soon 
cease, in case the Yankee finds it neces­ 
sary to take possession of the Philip­ 
pines for his own use. 
Then the stern 
mandate of war will demand that fire 
and torch and gatling and maxinm and 
heav y shot and shell shall do their 
deadly work. I hav e made a slight 
tonr of the island and hav e beeil amazed 
at the condition of .affairs. 
Yon enter 
what looks like a complete forest of 
small trees, expecting to find priv acy, 
and yon find, in reality, a complete sys­ 
tem of small roads and bypaths, with 
bamboo hats and inhabitants on ev ery 
hand, so densely packed as to cause yon 
to wonder bow in the name of common 
sense how they manage to exist. 
The 
men are small in stature, bnt are tongh 
and wiry cnstomers. 
The women are 
passably good looking in their teens, bnt 
become hideous as they grow older, it 
being a rare feature to see a woman of 
middle age with good teeth. 
Remember me kindly to one and all 
of tbe friends in East Liv erpool and the 
surrounding country. 
We shall try to 
do our full duty and take care of dear 
Old Glory and that which she represents, 
God and Humanity. I often wonder 
how Sergeant Frank Leslie Tm mp and 
tbe comrades of Company E are getting 
along. I hope that Captain Hill will 
make a command which will cov er it­ 
self and East Liv erpool with glory.

The streets are very narrow, 
permitting the two wheeled vehicles, 
drawn by diminutive ponies, to pass one 
another, and that is about all. Dogs 
and babies abound, while fleas and 
mosquitos hold control. The fruits, in 
so far as we have seen them, are not 
good “seconds.” 
Poor bananas, poor 
pineapples, poor oranges. Ground very 
fruitful and rich, all the way down to 
ooean level, but natives too lazy and 
shiftless to work it for results. A live 
Yankee oould make a fortune, in case 
he desired to live in this miserable coun­ 
try. 
We are in condition, so far as 
possible, to reside in comfort. The “dog 
tents” issued by the government will 
accommodate two men, and roast them 
to death in a sitting posture on the hot 
sand. Corporal John Daniels and my­ 
self are messmates. I invested about $1 
of our money for a bamboo cot, and we 
raised the same about 2% feet from the 
ground by the use of four stout oorner 
poles; then we secured a long center 
pole of dried bamboo, erected two end 
stakes, three feet in the ground and 
feet in the atmosphere, and made oar 
ridgepole; then we erected three side 
stakes, spread our dog tents over this, 
closed the rear of the tent, added our 
two gum blankets to the front, along 
the ridge pole of dried bamboo, and we 
now have a tent which is the envy of 
many of the other boys; most of our 
boys are putting up tents of different 
patterns, while the laky bad shiftless 
customers, always found in every com 
puny, sweat and swelter and growl 
We dare not drink the water, on ac 
oonnt of the feyer germs. It is dear as 
crystal and nioe to the taste, but has 
been branded dangerous, and the fiat 
has gone forth from military head 
quarters: “All drinking water m ust 
be boiled.” We have the cooks boil in 
the afternoon or evening, then fill our 
canteens and hang them up in the shade 
overnight, and the water is passably 
oool the next morning, tasting of smoke 
very sadly, but quite w e t. Oh, how 
we sometimes long for a good drink of

Then the insurgents have also 
taken a hand in capturing about four or 
five thousand Spaniards, thus securing 
much ammunition and a large number 
of Manser rifles. 
The natives profess 
to love the “ Americanos,” and cordially 
hate the Spaniard, making motions in­ 
dicative of cutting the throats of the 
latter whenever yon mention them. 
Bnt this condition of affairs may soon 
cease, in case the Yankee finds it neces­ 
sary to take possession of the Philip­ 
pines for his own use. 
Then the stern 
mandate of war will demand that fire 
and torch and gatling and maxium and 
heavy shot and shell shall do their 
deadly work. I have made a slight 
tour of the island and have beef! amazed 
at the condition of .affairs. 
Yon enter 
what looks like a complete forest of 
small trees, expecting to find privacy, 
and yon find, in reality, a complete sys­ 
tem of small roads and bypaths, with 
bamboo hats and inhabitants on every 
hand, so densely packed as to cause yon 
to wonder bow in the name of common 
sense how they manage to exist. 
The 
men are small in stature, bat are tough 
and wiry customers. 
The women are 
passably good looking in their teens, bnt 
become hideous as they grow older, it 
being a rare feature to see a woman of 
middle age with good teeth. 
Remember me kindly to one and all 
of the friends in East Liverpool and the 
surrounding country. 
We Bhall try to 
do our fall dnty and take care of dear 
Old Glory and that which she represents, 
God and Humanity. I often wonder 
how Sergeant Frank Leslie Trump and 
the comrades of Company E are getting 
along. I hope that Captain Hill will 
make a command whioh will cover it­ 
self and East Liverpool with glory. 
“God be with yon till we meet again.” 
Give my best to the boys and girls of 
the N e w s R e v ie w force.

was taken, among others of Morgan's 
guerrillas, and would have been ex­ 
ecuted had not the findings of the co u rt 
martial, forwarded to President Lincoln 
for his approval, passed through H a y ’s 
hands. Seeing who it was that was in 
such a predicament, he at once went to 
the president and obtained the b ro th e r’s 
cardon.— William L. Stone in Shield.

With the 
memb ers of Company E he was a gen­ 
eral fav orite, and when he became U1 
man y hearts in the company were made 
sad . This week when Dr. Hobbs went 
to M o n tau k 
Point he found Switzer in 
th e detention hospital, and knowing 
th at he conld not liv e a day nnless 
b etter cared for determined to take 
him. Switzer felt that he was going to 
die, and frequently stated that if he 
co u ld ju st 
see his father and mother be­ 
fo re he passed away he conld rest in 
p eace. When the train reached Pitts­ 
b u rg an effort was made to hav e him 
en ter a hospital in that city , bnt he 
firmly refused and wanted to get home 
to meet the ones he lov ed so dearly . 
When he arriv ed here he weighed bnt 
11 0 p o u n d s 
and did not look like the 
h ale and hearty soldier who left the city 
b u t a few months ago. He was taken 
to the home of his brother where ev ery 
p o ssib le attention was giv en him, and 
the neighbors did all in their power to 
assist him. 
He began to sink and y es­ 
terd ay morning his father and mother 
arriv ed from Brownsv ille in order to be 
with their boy who had giv en his life 
fo r his country . 
He was perfectly rational and after 
he had seen his mother and father spoke 
of death. 
When hie last hour came he 
was ready to pass into the great bey ond 
without a murmur, and the almost 
heartbroken mother and father hav e the 
satisfaction of knowing that he has gone 
to a happier home. 
The news of his death cast a deep 
gloom ov er the city and all the flags in 
town were placed at half mast while 
many were the ex pressions of sorrow 
heard on ev ery hand.

“ I hav en’t seen any of the company 
since I left the Mohawk and cannot tell 
y ou any thing about them.”

His 
bid attract.s special atten tion because he 
proposes to build boats which are to 
have a speed of 40 kn ots an hour. This is 
five kn ots faster than an y other boat 
n ow afloat. There has been con sid erable 
speculation con cern in g the method .s by 
which Mr. Peyton expects to attain such 
a marvelous feat in marin e en gin eerin g. 
Members of Mr. Peyton ’s firm say he 
will use lelectrical motors an d a n ew 
system of propellers, operated from a 
switchboard an d ran ged alon g the sid e 
an d stem of the vessel. 
The on ly boat at all approachin g the 
proposed speed is the Tn rbin ia, an En g­ 
lish boat. She has a speed of 35 kn ots, 
bn t was n ot d esign ed for n aval use. 
When Mr. Peyton ’s offer was mad e 
public, en gin eers thought perhaps he 
in ten d ed to mod el his boats after the 
Turbin ia, which itself marks a n ew 
triumph for marin e en gin eers. 
The Turbin ia, whose in ven tor, Mr. 
Parson s, expects to be able to cross the 
Atlan tic in three d ays, is n ow the fast­ 
est vessel of an y d escription afloat. 
With ord in ary d raft she can run away 
from the fastest torped o boats, makin g 
24 kn ots an hour. 
Un d er forced d raft 
the Turbin ia can make 35 kn ots an 
hour. Her coal will last for three hours 
on ly, but in that time she oafi steam 
more than 100 miles. 
The Turbin ia is 100 feet lon g, with 
a beam of 9 feet, an d carries a crew of 
10. She hM 2,100 horsepower, can pro­ 
d uce 30,000 poun d s of steam an hour 
an d has a pressure of 225 poun d s a 
square in ch in her water tube boilers. 
Her three propeller shafts have each 
three screws, several feet apart. These 
screws revolve 2,500 times a min ute 
without causin g perceptible vibration . 
The en gin es can be raised to full speed 
from a stan d still in 30 seoon d a 
Mr. Parson s calculates that a 15,000 
ton lin er, furn ished with steam turbin e 
motors, can cross the Atlan tic in three 
d ays. The coal con sumption would be 
1,500 ton s d aily, but the extra coal 
bun ker room required will be offset by 
the smaller space d evoted to the ma­ 
chin ery. 
Such a vessel oould carry as 
man y passen gers an d as mn ch cargo as 
a vessel of the same ton n age propelled 
by the ord in ary machin ery.

A GOQO MONTH. 


Can CroM Bi® A tlantic la 
Three Day®. 
Among to 3 bidders for the contract 
of building the new torpedo boat de­ 
stroyers for the United States navy is 
Richard Peyton of Williamsport. 
His 
bid attracts special attention because he 
proposes to build boats which are to 
have a speed of 40 knots an hour. This is 
five knots faster than any other boat 
now afloat. There has been considerable 
speculation concerning the methods by 
which Mr. Peyton expects to attain such 
a marvelous feat in marine engineering. 
Members of Mr. Peyton’s firm say he 
will use •electrical motors and a new 
system of propellers, operated from a 
switchboard and ranged along the side 
and stern of the vessel. 
The only boat at all approaching the 
proposed speed is the Turbinia, an Eng­ 
lish boat. She has a speed of 35 knots, 
but was not designed for naval use. 
When Mr. Peyton’s offer was made 
public, engineers thought perhaps he 
intended to model his boats after the 
Turbinia, which itself marks a new 
triumph for marine engineers. 
The Turbinia, whose inventor, Mr. 
Parsons, expects to be able to cross the 
Atlantic in three days, is now the fast­ 
est vessel of any description afloat. 
With ordinary draft she can nm away 
from the fastest torpedo boats, making 
24 knots an hour. . Under forced draft 
the Turbinia can make 35 knots an 
hour. Her coal will last for three hours 
only, but in that time she oafi steam 
more than IOO miles. 
The Turbinia is IOO feet long, with 
a beam of 9 feet, and carries a crew of 
IO. She has 2, IOO horsepower, can pro­ 
duce 30,000 pounds of steam an honr 
and has a pressure of 225 pounds a 
square inoh in her water tube boilers. 
Her three propeller shafts have each 
three screws, several feet apart. These 
screws revolve 2,500 times a minute 
without causing perceptible vibration. 
The engines can be raised to full speed 
from a standstill in 30 seconds. 
Mr. Parsons calculates that a 15,000 
ton liner, furnished with steam turbine 
motors, can cross the Atlantic in three 
days. The coal consumption would be 
1,500 tons daily, but the extra coal 
bunker room required will be offset by 
the smaller space devoted to the ma­ 
chinery. Such a vessel could carry as 
many passengers and as much cargo as 
a vessel of the same tonnage propelled 
by the ordinary machinery. Mr. Par­ 
sons speaks of 12 minute trips from the 
Battery to Staten Island in small tur­ 
bine motor boats as practicable.—New 
York Journal.

FORTY KNOTS AN HOUR. 


A B oat That Can C fo a tho A tlantic In 
T hree Day*. 
Among to 3 bidders for the contract 
of building the new torpedo boat de­ 
stroyers for the United States navy is 
Richard Peyton of Williamsport. 
His 
bid attracts special attention because he 
proposes to build boats which are to 
have a speed of 40 knots an hour. This is 
five knots faster than auy other boat 
now afloat. There has been considerable 
speculation concerning the methods by 
which Mr. Peyton expects to attain such 
a marvelous feat in marine engineering. 
Members of Mi. Peyton's firm say he 
will use electrical motors and a new 
system of propellers, operated from a 
switchboard aud ranged along the side 
and stern of the vessel. 
The only boat at all approaching the 
proposed speed is the Turbinia, an Eng­ 
lish boat. She has a speed of 35 knots, 
but was not designed for naval use. 
When Mr. Peyton’s ofter was made 
public, engineers thought perhaps he 
intended to model his boats after the 
Turbinia, which itself marks a new 
triumph for marine engineers. 
The Turbinia, whose inventor, Mr. 
Parsons, expects to be able to cross the 
Atlantic in three days, is now the fast­ 
est vessel of any description afloat. 
With ordinary draft she oan ran away 
from the fastest torpedo boats, making 
24 knots an hoar. . Under forced draft 
the Tnrbinia oan make 35 knots an 
hour. Her coal will last for three hours 
only, but in that time she cad steam 
more than IOO miles. 
The Tnrbinia is IOO feet long, with 
a beam of 9 feet, and carries a crew of 
IO. She has 2, IOO horsepower, can pro­ 
duce 30,000 pounds of steam an hour 
and has a pressure of 225 pounds a 
square inch in her water tube boilers. 
Her three propeller shafts have each 
three screws, several feet apart. These 
screws revolve 2,500 times a minute 
w ithout causing perceptible vibration. 
The engines can be raised to full speed 
from a standstill in 30 seconds. 
Mr. Parsons calculates that a 15,000 
ton liner, furnished with steam turbine 
motors, oan cross the Atlantic in three 
days. The coal consumption would be 
1,500 tons daily, but the extra coal 
bunker room required will be offset by 
the smaller space devoted to the ma­ 
chinery. 
Such a vessel could carry as 
many passengers and as much cargo as 
a vessel of the same tonnage propelled 
by the ordinary machinery. Mr. Par­ 
sons speaks of 12 minute trips from the 
Battery to Staten Island in small tur­ 
bine motor boats as practicable.—New 
York Journal.

Topic.—“Repentance and conversion—what 
are they V ’— Ezek. xviii; 20-32; Acts xxv!, 19, SO. ( 
Repentance and conversion are essen­ 
tially similar in meaning. T^ey refer 
to the turning, to the changing, of a 
man, under conviction and sorrow for 
sin, from sin to the service of God. 
Repentance may suggest more vividly 
the inward feelings and emotions un­ 
der such an experience, and conversion 
the ohange in the outward life, but for 
all practical purposes both words in­ 
clude the same inward emotions and 
outward actions. 
In the reference in Ezekiel the Lord 
Himself tells us what repentance is. In 
that from the Acta Paul describes it, 
and a comparison of the passages will 
show that Paul’s theology is correct 
Repentance and conversion as describ­ 
ed in these passages include conviction 
of sin, sorrow for sin, turtling from sin, 
turning to God. 
1. Repentance necessarily include! 
conviction of ain. No one will tam 
from sin except he is first convinced 
that he is a sinner. "When the wicked 
man turneth away from his wickedness 
* * * he shall save his soul. Because he 
oonsidereth and turneth away Mom all 
his transgressions he shall surely live; 
he shall not d ia ” Consideration leads 
to conviction, and conviction to conver­ 
sion. It was not until David, under 
Nathan’s awful declaration, "Thou art 
the man,’’ was thus convicted of his 
sinfulness that he cried ont to God in 
sorrow and repentance foj forgiveness. 
2. Repentance includes sorrow and 
grief for sin. Sorrow is not repentance, 
but it always accompanies it. We may 
be sorry for sin and not repent of it, 
but we will not repent of it without be­ 
ing sorry for it 
8. Repentance is turning from sin to 
God. 
These are the two essential ele­ 
ments of repentance. The sinner is con­ 


ns therefore repent, turn to God and do 
works meet for repentance.

A faithful model in high 
relief of the ill fated vessel is shown 
above the inscription, which reads as 
follows: "In memory of Friend W il­ 
iam Jenkins, lieutenant, United states 
tfavy, class of ’86, United States Naval 
academy, who perished in the explosion 
of the United States steamship Maine 
on the night of Feb. 15, 1898, in the 
a ar bor of Havana, Cuba. 
‘He spoke 
evil of no man. ’ Erected by his class­ 
mates. ’’—New York Tribune. 


Past Salaries of Actor*. 
A number of autograph letters of Ed­ 
mund Kean supply some interesting in ­ 
formation about the salaries of actors 
early in the century. One relates to an 
offer by Mr. EJlison offering Kean £3 a 
week as acting manager of "th e new 
theater in Wych street. " Later this 
rose as high as £25 a month. 
In 1826 
Kean was offered $12,000 a year to go 
to America. 
In the prime of his popu- 
arity he received £200 for a week in 
Edinburgh, and apparently reached the 
richest point when Mr. Bunn wrote 
'rom the Theater Royal, Dublin, on 
Feb. 8, 1829, and offered him £o0 a 
night to play in Dublin and Cork.

Topic For the W eek Beginning Sept. 4. j 
Comment by Rev. S. H . Doyle. 
Topic.—"R epentance and conversion—what 
are they?"—Ezek. xviii; 20-32; Acta xxv!, 19, 20. 
Repentance and conversion are essen­ 
tially sim ilar in meaning. 
T^ey refer 
to the turning, to the changing, of a 
man, under conviction and sorrow for 
sin, from sin to the service o | God. 
Repentance may suggest more vividly 
the inw ard feelings and emotions un­ 
der such an experience, and conversion 
the change in the outw ard life, but for 
all practical purposes both words in­ 
clude the same inward emotions and 
outw ard actions. 
In the reference in Ezekiel the Lord 
Himself tells us w hat repentance is. In 
th at from the Acts Paul describes it, 
and a comparison of the passages w ill 
show th at P au l’s theology is correct. 
Repentance and conversion as describ­ 
ed in these passages include conviction 
of sin, sorrow for sin, turning from sin, 
turning to God. 
1. Repentance necessarily includes 
conviction of sin. 
No one w ill torn 
from sin except he is first convinced 
th at he is a sinner. "W hen the wicked 
man turaeth away from his wickedness 
* * * he shall save his soul. Because he 
oonsidereth and turaeth away Mom all 
his transgressions he shall surely liv e; 
he shall not die.” Consideration leads 
to conviction, and conviction to conver­ 
sion. 
It was not until David, under 
N athan’s awful declaration, "T hou art 
the m an,’’ was thus convicted of his 
sinfulness that he cried out to God in 
sorrow and repentance foj forgiveness. 
2. Repentance includes sorrow and 
grief for sin. Sorrow is not repentance, 
but it always accompanies it. 
We may 
be sorry for sin and not repent of it, 
but we will not repent of it w ithout be­ 
ing sorry for i t 
3. Repentance is turning from sin to 
God. 
These are the two essential ele­ 
ments of repentance. The sinner is con- i 
victed of his sinfulness, he is sorry for 
it, and then he turns from it to God. 
W ith grief and hatred for his sin, 
sinner turns from it unto God and en­ 
deavors afterward new obedience. This 
is repentance as Scripturally defined. 
To Israel the Lord said: "R epent and 
turn yourselves from all your trans­ 
gressions, so iniquity will not be your 
ruin. 
Cast away from you all your 
transgressions, whereby ye have trans­ 
gressed and make you a new heart and 
a new spirit. ” A new heart and a new 
spirit would result in a new life. Paul 
said to the gentiles, "R epent and turn 
to God and do works meet for repent­ 
ance. ” 
Repentance is not only ceasing 
to do evil, but also learning to do well. 
It is both turning from sin and tam ing 
to God. 
Have we repented? 
Have we 
felt sorry for sin, turned from sin, and 
are we serving God? 
Repentance is a 
personal m atter between na and God. It 
brings God’s pardon and forgiveness for 
ain. The absence of it causes the penalty 
for sin to fall upon our own heads. Let 


us therefore repent, turn to God and do 
works meet for repentance.

Wheeler Condemns Attacks on 
Conduct of Affairs. 


•SOLDIERS ARE NOT COMPLAINING.

C a mp W i k o f f , M o n t a u k P o in t , L. I., 
Sept. 3.—Major General Joseph Wheeler 
gave a statement to The Associated 
Press yesterday, dated Sept. I, giving a 
sample of the letters they were con­ 
stantly receiving regarding the soldiers 
in the camp, the letter saying in part: 
“In regard to my stepson, we feel 
Tery uneasy about him on account of 
the newspaper reports of the privation 
and suffering inflicted on the private 
soldiers. Although he has never uttered 
a complaint since he has been in the 
army, we hear from other sources of 
the cruel and horrible treatm ent in­ 
flicted on our soldiers under the pre­ 
tense of humanity for our neighbors 
and the whole country is in a state of 
terrible excitement. 
I should not be 
surprised if the feeling should lead to a 
revolution of dome kind, for I assure 
you I hear on all sides the most violent 
and bitter denunciations of the war de­ 
partment and the adm inistration.” 
General Wheeler then said in part: 
“It will be seen that this letter says 
that not a word of complaint has been 
received from this soldier, and, so far 
as my investigation goes, no complaint 
has been made by any of the brave sol­ 
diers that have added glory to our arms 
in the Cubau campaign. A great many 
anxious fathers, mothers, brothers or 
sisters arrive here from all parts of the 
United States to look after their rela­ 
tives whom, they say the papers tell 
them, are suffering, and many of them 
have heard that their relatives are in a 
condition of starvation. 
They are sur­ 
prised when they come here to find 
their relations surrounded with every­ 
thing to eat which can be procured by 
money, aud, if sick in the hospital, 
they are gratified and surprised to find 
that they are given every possible care.’ * 
He said that every officer and soldier 
who went to Cuba regarded that he 
was given a great and special privilege 
in being permitted to engage in that 
campaign. 
They knew they were to 
encounter yellow fever and other dis­ 
eases. the torrid heat of the country; 
that it was impossible for them to nave 
the advantage of wagon transportation, 
would have to carry their blankets ami 
their rations on their backs, aud to be 
subjected, without any shelter, to the 
sun aud rains by day aud the heavy 
dews by night. 
They certainly knew 
that the Spaniards had speut years in 
erecting defenses aud it was their pleas­ 
ure to assault aud their duty to capture 
the Spanish works. 
They went there and did their duty. 
The brave men who won the victories 
did not complain of the neglect of the 
government. 
They realized that in the 
burned organization of an expedition 
by a government which had no one 
with any ex {ainelice in such matters, it 
was impossible to have everything ar­ 
ranged to perfection; and they would 
testify that under the circumstances the 
conditious were much more perfect than 
anyone would have reason to expect 
and that the president and secretary of 
war and others deserve high commenda­ 
tion, 
One reason, he said, why the army 
was lacking in some respects in equip- 
page was that a telegram was received 
from Admiral Sampson stating that if 
the army reached there immediately 
they could take the city at once, but if 
there should be delay, the fortifications 
bt the Spaniards would be so perfected 
that there might be great difficulty in 
taking it. 
The army was directed to 
move at once. 
At that time it was regarded as uu- 
■afe for a merchant ship to sail to San* 
tiago, but as soon as the Spanish fleet 
was destroyed the generous people of 
the Inned States subscribed money aud 
dispai flied ship after ship loaded with 
luxuries aud delicacies for the Santiago 
*nuy. aud everythiug that could be ac­ 
complished for their comfort was done 
by the president and secretary of war. 
I hen General Wheeler further said 
in [tart: 
After the surrender had been com­ 
pleted aud arrangements perfected for 
transporting the Spanish army to Spain 
the president and secretary of war sent 
■hipping to Santiago and transported 
our army to one of the most healthful 
localities in the United States. The 
Point selected by the secretary of war 
w as so situated that thorough protec­ 
tion was given the people of the United 
States from the danger of yellow fever 
! o 
igiou. The soldiers, upon their ar­ 
rival at this place, received every care 
uua boumy winch could be procured by 
Ley. xhe president aud secretary of 


the United states, 
it would dave beeu 
criminal to have landed them and 
allowed them to go promiscuously among 
the people. 
“ Everyone, will realize that to land 
18,(HK) men and put them on bare fields 
without any buildings whatever could 
not bf* done without some hardships. 
“Over 5,000 very sick men have been 
received in the general hospital and as 
many more sick have been cared for in 
che camps, and yet only about 60 deaths 
have occulted in these hospitals. 
“Tents had to be erected aud hospi­ 
tals constructed and preparations to 
supply those 18,000 men with whole­ 
some water, food, medicines, physicians, 
nurses, cooks, hospital furniture, wag­ 
ons, ambulances and the other needs 
essential to caring for 18,000 men, fully 
naif of whom are very sick or in a 
feeble physical condition.”

N e w Y o r k , Sept. 3.—R. G . Dun Sc 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said in part: 
The .smallest failures ever recorded 
in any month for five years were those 
of August. 
The clearings have been the largest 
ever known in August and 23 per cent 
larger than in 1892. 
The enormous volume of business in 
a mouth usually one of the most inac­ 
tive of the year demands attention. 
Postponement duriug the months of 
war of some contracts and purohases 
which have now come forward explains 
part of the increase, and the strong ab­ 
sorption of securities explains part, but 
there Has also beeu a great decline iu 
the average of prices for all commodi­ 
ty s, so that it takes a much lurger vol­ 
ume of business in tons or bushels to 
make up transactions amounting to a 
million more than in 1892. 
It is there­ 
fore strictly true that business is larger 
than in the very best of all past years, 
and yet there is every prospect of mucfi 
further increase. 
There is no room to doubt that the 
wheat crop, pveu though it may fall a 
shade below some estimates, will prove 
the largest ever harvested, and al­ 
though Beerbohiu estimates Europe’s 
crop at 232,000,1)00 bushels more than 
the lust, that would be only about an 
average yield, while other evidence is 
less favorable. 
Foreign buying has 
been strong. 
But receipts at the west are increas­ 
ing, ami the price has dropped 5 cents 
for spot, though the September option 
is seven eighths of a cent lower for the 
week. Corn bus fallen a fraction, later 
reports indicating a less satisfactory 
yield. 
The improvement in the iron iudustry 
has not only continued, but becomes 
more impressive because, after enorm­ 
ous buying of materials has satified 
tile needs or great consumer.! for months 
to come, the demand for products is so 
great that l>oth materials and products 
gradually advanced in prices. 
The advance in tinplates, in spite of 
production tar greater than was thought 
possible not long ago, is evidence tiiut 
the consumption of steel iii that branch 
will be heavy. The wire nail works 
also report u better demand, and the 
output of Connellsville coke has started 
up. gaining 10,000 tons for the week. 
The wooieu mills have rather better 
orders this week, but not euough as yet 
to warrant running nearly full force, 
w ith the price of wool held at the west 
much above eastern markets, aud by 
those markets about I cent higher than 
the mills are bidding. 
Failures for the week have l>eeu 171 
in the United States, against 191 last 
year, and 22 in Canada, against 25 last 
year.

Soldiers of the Tenth Supported 
the Rebels. 


NO ANSWERING SHOTS FIRED 


W ild

Manila, Camp Dewey W ithin F ive 
Miles of the City P boper, July 28.—I 
have only time for a line to catch the 
mail for the United States. 
We have been on doty dose up to the 
insurgent lines, and have behn sub­ 
jected to a hot fire, arrived at the rifle 
pits but more calculated to do the 
Amerioanos harm than the rebels, or 
Philippnos, as we term them. We were 
not permitted to return the enemy’s fire 
as we were merely backing np the in­ 
surgents and seeing that the Spaniards 
did not break from the citadel, where 
they are cooped up to the number of 
about 11,000. tfear 5,000 prisoners have 
already been captured by the insurgents. 
General Merritt has just arrived with 
the third expedition and we are await­ 
ing the arrival of the fourth expedition, 
after which Merritt and Dewey may 
make Rome howl. 
I have some relics from the wreck of 
the Reina Christiana, the flagship of 
the Dons, which Dewey sank, along 
with the rest of the Spanish vessels. I 
have been ashore at Cavite and don’t 
care to repeat the performance. The 
natives are dirty and filthy and a clean 
man hates to come in contact with 
them. The streets are very narrow, 
permitting the two wheeled vehicles, 
drawn by diminutive ponies, to pass one 
another, and that is about all. Dogs 
and babies abound, while fleas and 
mosquitos hold control. The fruits, in 
so far as we have seen them, are not 
good "seconds.” 
Poor bananas, poor 
pineapples, poor oranges. Ground very 
fruitful and rich, all the way down to 
ocean level, bat natives too lazy and 
shiftless to work it for results. A live 
Yankee could make a fortune, in case 
he desired to live in this miserable coun­ 
try. 
We are in condition, so far as 
possible, to reside in comfort. The "dog 
tents” issued by the government will 
accommodate two men, and roast them 
to death in a sitting posture on the hot 
saud. Corporal John Daniels and my­ 
self are messmates. I invested about $1 
of our money for a bamboo cot. and we 
raised the same about 2% feet from the 
ground by the use of four stout corner 
poles; then we secured a long center 
pole of dried bamboo, erected two end 
stakes, three feet in the ground and 
feet in the atmosphere, and made our 
ridge pole; then we erected three side 
•takes, spread our dog tents over this, 
closed the rear of the tent, added our 
two gum blankets to the front, along 
the ridge pole of dried bamboo, and we 
now have a la it which is the envy of 
many of the other boys; most of our 
boys are putting up tents of different 
patterns, while the lazy and shiftless 
customers, always found in every com­ 
pany, sweat and swelter and growl. 
We dare not drink the water, on ac­ 
count of the fever germs. It is clear as 
crystal and nice to the taste, but has 
been branded dangerous, and the flat 
has gone forth from military head­ 
quarters : "All drinking water must 
be boiled.” We have the cooks boil in 
the afternoon or evening, then fill our 
canteens and hang them up in the shade 
over night, and the water is passably 
cool the next morning, tasting of smoke 
very sadly, bat quite wet. Oh, how 
we sometimes long for a good drink of 
spring or well water, and we are forced 
to admit that "we never miss the water 
’till the well runs dry.” 
It is raining 
almost every day aud raining very hard, 
and we are informed by the natives, 
through our oompauy interpreter, that 
"it 
will only last about six weeks.” 
Quite a comforting assurance, is it not! 
Do yon imagine that we are lazy and 
shiftless? Look at this daily routine:

So yon see we are kept quite busy. 
In the afternoon we have it compara­ 
tively easy, as the heat is very intense 
and too mach exertion is actually dan­ 
gerous. 
Dewey and Merritt form a strong 
combination. With the monitors Mon­ 
terey and Monadnock in harbor, we can 
I laugh to scorn any effort of the Spaniards 
on the water, while we can easily han­ 
dle any force they may pit against us on 
land. 
We are anxiously awaiting the 
order for an advance on Manila, and ere 
this reaches yon an engagement may 
have settled matters. 
The natives re­ 
main comparatively quiet during the 
daytime, bat open up with artillery and 
infantry after nightfall, keeping it up 
all night and certainly rendering the 
Spaniards uneasy. 
Thus far, the in- 
sergents have had plenty of gnns and 
ammunition, articles supplied them by 
Dewey from the wrecks of the Spanish 
vessels. Then the insurgents have also 
taken a hand in capturing about four or 
five thousand Spaniards, thns securing 
much ammunition and a large number 
of Manser rifles. 
The natives profess 
to love the "Americanos,” and cordially 
hate the Spaniard, making motions in­ 
dicative of cutting the throats of the 
latter whenever yon mention them. 
Bnt this condition of affairs may soon 
cease, in case the Yankee finds it neces­ 
sary to take possession of the Philip­ 
pines for his own use. 
Then the stern 
mandate of war will demand that fire 
and torch and gatling and maxinm and 
heavy shot and shell shall do their 
deadly work. I have made a slight 
tour of the island and have beei* amazed 
at the condition of .affairs 
Yon enter 
what looks like a complete forest of 
small trees, expecting to find privacy, 
and you find, in reality, a complete sys­ 
tem of small roads and bypaths, with 
bamboo hots and inhabitants on every 
hand, so densely packed as to cause yon 
to wonder bow in the name of common 
sense how they manage to exist. 
The 
men are small in stature, bnt are tough 
and wiry customers. 
The women are 
passably good looking in their teens, bat 
become hideous as they grow older, it 
being a rare feature to see a woman of 
middle age with good teeth. 
Remember me kindly to one and all 
of the friends in East Liverpool and the 
surrounding country. 
We shall try to 
do our full duty and take care of dear 
Old Glory and that which she represents, 
God and Humanity. I often wonder 
how Sergeant Frank Leslie Trump and 
the comrades of Company E are getting 
along. I hope that Captain Hill will 
make a command which will cover it­ 
self and East Liverpool with glory. 
"God be with yon till we meet again.”

Private Charles W. Switzer, of Com. 
puny E, died this morning at 1:15 
o clock at the home of his brother in 
Fifth street from an attack of typhoid 
malaria, aged 25 years, a victim of the 
Santiago campaign. 
Deceased was born in Brownsville, 
Monroe county, and came to the city a 
short tim e before the Eighth Ohio regi­ 
ment was called to the front. When 
Captain Hill 
began enlisting 
new 
recruits Switzer was one of the first to 
j0in and stated that he felt it was his 
duty to go. 
He was a model young man of ex­ 
emplary habits, highly respected by all 
aud was a splendid specimen of man­ 
hood, weighing 190 pounds. 
With the 
members of Company E he was a gen­ 
eral favorite, and when he became ill 
many hearts in the company were made 
fcad 
This week when Dr. Hobbs went 
to Montauk Point he found Switzer in 
the detention hospital, and knowing 
that he could not live a day unless 
better cared for determined to take 
him. Switzer felt that he was going to 
die, and frequently stated that if he 
could just see his father and mother be­ 
fore he passed away he could rest in 
peace. When the train reached Pitts­ 
burg an effort was made to have him 
enter a hospital in that city, but he 
J irmly refused and wanted to get home 
to meet the ones he loved so dearly. 
When he arrived here he weighed but 
HO pounds and did not look like the 
hale and hearty soldier who left the city 
but a few months ago. He waB taken 
to the home of his brother where every 
possible attention was given him, and 
the neighbors did all in their power to 
assist him. He began to sink and yes­ 
terday morning his father and mother 
arrived from Brownsville in order to be 
with their boy who had given his life 
for his country. 
He was perfectly rational and after 
he had seen his mother and father spoke 
of death. 
When his last hoar came he 
was ready to pass into the great beyond 
without a mnrmnr, and the almost 
heartbroken mother and father haye the 
satisfaction of knowing that he has gone 
to a happier home. 
The news of his death cast a deep 
gloom over the city and all the flags in 
town were placed at half mast while 
many were the expressions of sorrow 
heard on every hand. 
Deceased was a nephew of George P. 
Schmidt and a member os the Junior 
Mechanics. 
The funeral services will take plaoe 
this evening at 6 :80 o’clock and will be 
in charge of the Sons of Veterans, Dr. 
J. C. Taggart officiating. The remains 
will be accompanied by two of the mem­ 
bers of Company E, and will be taken 
by boat this evening to his old home for 
interment.

Yester­ 
day morning I got my fnrlongh, and 
started for home at once.

“ While on board the Shinnecock some 
one stole my outfit, watch and all the 
relics I had gathered in Cuba. I had 
some Spanish explosive bullets in the 
collection. 
“Private Simms has lost the sight of 
his right eye, bat the left eye is as good 
as ever. He is very weak, having had 
a severe attack of typhoid malaria. 
“I haven’t seen any of the company 
since I left the Mohawk and cannot tell 
yon anything about them.”

FORTY KNOTS AN HOUR. 


A B oat That Can Croat th* A tlan tic In 
T hree I lay*. 
Among tea bidders for the contract 
of building the new torpedo boat de­ 
stroyers for the United States navy is 
Richard Peyton of Williamsport. 
His 
bid attracts special attention because he 
proposes to build boats which are to 
have a speed of 40 knots an hour. This is 
five knots faster than any other boat 
now afloat. Thoro has been considerable 
speculation concerning the methods by 
which Mr. Peyton expects to attain such 
a marvelous feat iii marine engineering. 
Members of Mr. Peyton’s firm say he 
will use electrical motors and a new 
system of propellers, operated from a 
switchboard aud ranged along the side 
and stern of the vessel. 
The only boat at all approaching the 
proposed speed is the Turbinia, an Eng­ 
lish boat. She has a speed of 35 knots, 
but was not designed for naval use. 
When Mr. Peyton’s otter was made 
public, engineers thought perhaps he 
intended to model his boats after the 
Turbinia, which itself marks a new 
triumph for marine engineers. 
The Turbinia, whose inventor, Mr. 
Parsons, expects to be able to cross the 
Atlantic in three days, is now the fast­ 
est vessel of any description afloat. 
With ordinary draft she can run away 
from the fastest torpedo boats, making 
24 knots an honr. 
Under forced draft 
the Turbinia can make 35 knots an 
hour. Her coal will last for three hours 
only, but in that time she cab steam 
more than IOO miles. 
The Turbinia is IOO feet long, with 
a beam of 9 feet, and carries a crew of 
IO. She has 2, IOO horsepower, can pro­ 
duce 30,000 pounds of steam an hour 
and has a pressure of 225 pounds a 
square inch in her water tube boilers. 
Her three propeller shafts have each 
three screws, several feet apart. These 
screws revolve 2,500 times a minute 
without causing perceptible vibration. 
The engines can be raised to full speed 
from a standstill in 30 seoonds. 
Mr. Parsons calculates that a 15,000 
ton liner, furnished with steam turbine 
motors, can cross the Atlantic in three 
days. The coal consumption wonld be 
1,500 tons daily, but the extra coal 
bunker room required will be offset by 
the smaller space devoted to the ma­ 
chinery. 
Such a vessel could carry as 
many passengers and as mach cargo as 
a vessel of the same tonnage propelled 
by the ordinary machinery. Mr. Par­ 
sons speaks of 12 minute trips from the 
Battery to Staten Island in small tur­ 
bine motor boats as practicable.—New 
York Journal.

First M em orial o f the W ar. 
One of the first permanent memorials 
of the Spanish-American war to be 
erected in this country has been just 
placed in the chapel of the Naval acad 
emy at Annapolis. Md., in memory of 
Lieutenant William Jenkins, who per­ 
ished in the Maine disaster. The memo­ 
rial, which takes tile form of a mural 
tablet, was subscribed for by the class­ 
mates of the officer and has been cast in 
bronze from the design of Charles Rol- 
linsou Lamb. A faithful model in high 
relief of the ill fated vessel is shown 
above the inscription, which reads as 
follows: “ In memory of Friend Wil­ 
liam Jenkins, lieutenant, United States 
Navy, class of *86, United States Naval 
academy, who perished in the explosion 
of the United States steamship Maine 
on the night of Feb. 16, 1898, in the 
harbor of Havana, Cuba.

Topic For the W eek Beginning Kepi. 4. 
C om m ent by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 
Topic.—"Repentance and convention—what 
are they f ’—Ezek. x v iii; 20-32; Acta xxv!, 19, 80. 
Repentance and conversion are essen­ 
tially similar in meaning. TLj^y refer 
to the turning, to the changing, of a 
man, under conviction and sorrow for 
gin, from sin to the aervice af God. 
Repentance may suggest more vividly 
the inward feelings and emotions un­ 
der such an experience, and conversion 
the change in the outward life, but for 
all practical purposes both words in­ 
clude the same inward emotions and 
outward actions. 
In the reference in Ezekiel the Lord 
Himself tells us what repentance is. In 
that from the Acta Paul describes it, 
and a comparison of the passages will 
show that Paul’s theology is correct. 
Repentance and conversion as describ­ 
ed in these passages include conviction 
of sin, sorrow for ain, turning from ain, 
turning to God. 
1. Repentance necessarily includes 
conviction of sin. No one will torn 
from ain except he is first convinced 
that he is a sinner. “ When the wicked 
man turneth away from his wickedness 
* * * he shall save his soul. Because he 
oousidereth and turneth away Mom all i 
his transgressions he shall surely live; 
he shall not die.” Consideration leads 
to conviction, und conviction to oonver- ' 
Bion. It was not until David, under 
Nathan’s awful declaration, “ Thou art 
the man,” was thus convicted of his! 
sinfulness that he cried out to God in 
sorrow and repentance foj forgiveness. 
2. Repentance includes sorrow and 
grief for sin. Sorrow is not repentance, 
but it always accompanies it. We may 
be sorry for sin aud not repent of it, 
but we will not repent of it without be­ 
ing sorry for it 
8. Repentance is turning from sin to 
God. 
These are the two essential ele­ 
ments of repentance. The sinner is con­ 
victed of his sinfulness, he is sorry for 
i t aud then he turns from it to God. 
With grief and hatred for his sin, the 
sinner turns from it unto God aud en­ 
deavors afterward new obedience. This 
is repentance as Scripturally defined. 
To Israel the Lord said; “ Repent and 
turn yourselves from all your trans­ 
gressions, so iniquity will not be your 
ruin. 
Cast away from you all your 
transgressions, whereby ye have trans­ 
gressed and make you a new heart and 
a new spirit. “ A new heart aud a new 
spirit would result in a new lifa Paul 
said to the gentiles, “ Repent and turn 
to God and do works meet for repent- ; 
alice. ” 
Repentance is not only ceasing 
to do evil, but also learning to do well. 
It is both turning from sin and turning 
to God. 
Have we repented? Have we 
felt sorry for sin, turned from sin, and 
are we serving God? Repentance is a 
personal matter between us aud God It 
brings God’s pardon and forgiveness for 
sin. The absence of it causes the penalty 
for sin to fall upon our own heads. Ltd 


us therefore repent, turn to God and do 
works meet for repentance.
